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Claims 

[d] What is claimed is: 

l.An image editing device for editing image data cap- 
tured by a phone camera, wherein the image editing de- 
vice is connected to the phone camera and a mobile 
phone, the phone camera comprising a housing, and a 
connecting port installed on the housing, the mobile 
phone comprising a housing, and a connecting port in- 
stalled on the housing of the mobile phone, the image 
editing device comprising: 
a housing; 

a receiving module installed inside the housing of the 
image editing device for connecting to the connecting 
port of the phone camera and receiving data from the 
phone camera; 

an editing module installed inside the housing of the im- 
age editing device for editing data received by the re- 
ceiving module; 

a memory installed inside the housing of the image edit- 
ing device for storing data; 

a control module installed inside the housing of the im- 
age editing device for controlling the image editing de- 
vice; and 



an outputting module installed inside the housing of the 
image editing device for connecting to the connecting 
port of the mobile phone and outputting data edited by 
the editing module to the mobile phone. 

[c2] 2.The image editing device of claim 1 further comprising 
a transmitting module installed inside the housing of the 
image editing device for connecting to a computer and 
transmitting data with the computer. 

[c3] 3.The image editing device of claim 2 wherein the trans- 
mitting module communicates with the computer in the 
Bluetooth wireless network protocol. 

[c4] 4.The image editing device of claim 2 wherein the trans- 
mitting module communicates with the computer by in- 
frared technology. 

[c5] 5.The image editing device of claim 2 wherein the trans- 
mitting module contains a USB interface. 

[c6] 6.The image editing device of claim 1 wherein the re- 
ceiving moduleof the image editing device contains a 
Pop- Port™ interface. 

[c7] 7.The image editing device of claim 1 wherein the out- 
putting moduleof the image editing device contains a 
RS-232 interface. 



[c8] 8.The image editing device of claim 1 further comprising 
a plurality of control buttons installed on the housing of 
the image editing device for inputting a control signal. 

[c9] 9.The image editing device of claim 8 wherein the edit- 
ing module further comprises a special effect program. 

[do] lfj.The image editing device of claim 9 wherein the plu- 
rality of control buttons comprise a hot key for activating 
the special effect program. 

[cH] ll.The image editing device of claim 1 further compris- 
ing a touch panel installed on the housing of the image 
editing device for inputting a control signal. 

[d2] l2.The image editing device of claim 1 further compris- 
ing a power supply module installed inside the housing 
of the image editing device for receiving external electric 
power and supplying the electric power to the image 
editing device. 

[d3] 13.A method for editing image data captured by a phone 
camera, wherein the phone camera comprises a housing 
and a connecting port installed on the housing of the 
phone camera, the method comprising: 

(a) providing an image editing device; 

(b) transmitting data received captured by the phone 



camera to the image editing device; 

(c) editing the datacaptured by the phone camera with the 
image editing device; and 

(d) transmitting the data edited by the image editing de- 
vice to a mobile phone. 

[d4] l4.The method of claim 13 wherein the image editing 
device further comprises: 
a housing; 

a receiving module installed inside the housing of the 
image editing device for connecting to the connecting 
port of the phone camera and receiving data from the 
phone camera; 

an editing module installed inside the housing of the im- 
age editing device for editing data received by the re- 
ceiving module; 

a memory installed inside the housing of the image edit- 
ing device for storing data; 

a control module installed inside the housing of the im- 
age editing device for controlling the image editing de- 
vice; and 

an outputting module for outputting data to the mobile 
phone. 



[d5] l5.The method of claim 14 wherein the receiving mod- 
uleof the image editing device contains a Pop-Port™ in- 
terface. 



[d6] l6.The method of claim 14 wherein the outputting mod- 
uleof the image editing device contains a RS-232 inter- 
face. 

[d7] l7.The method of claim 14 wherein the image editing 
device further comprises a plurality of control buttons 
installed on the housing of the image editing device for 
inputting a control signal. 

[d8] l8.The method of claim 14 wherein the image editing 
device further comprises a touch panel installed on the 
housing of the image editing device for inputting a con- 
trol signal . 

[d9] l9.The method of claim 13 wherein the image editing 
device is a computer. 

[c20] 20.The method of claim 19 wherein the image editing 
device is connected to the phone camera and the mobile 
phone by cables.
